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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1- 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ella 
(US5872493). 

Ella discloses a film bulk acoustic resonator filter (figures 7b, 7c, 8b, 8c) comprising a 
plurality of film bulk acoustic resonators (7, 7', 12, 12') each having a top electrode (8) a bottom 
electrode (19), and a piezoelectric layer (9) sandwiched between the top and bottom electrodes 
(shown in figures 7a and 8a), wherein the top electrodes of at least two of the film bulk acoustic 
resonators are connected to an associated circuitry. Ella discloses the bottom electrode of the first 
resonator is electrically coupled to the bottom electrode of each of the second and third 
resonators and the top electrode of the fourth resonator is coupled to the top electrode of the 
second resonator.

Regarding claim 2, Ella shows (figure 7b, 7c, 8b and 8c) the top electrodes of the at least 
two of the film bulk acoustic resonators connected to the associated circuitry form part of 
transmission lines of a coplanar waveguide structure. 

Regarding claim 3, Ella discloses the invention wherein the at least two of the film bulk 
acoustic resonators with the top electrodes connected to the associated circuitry have a common 
bottom electrode. 

Regarding claim 4, Ella discloses a ladder-type film bulk acoustic resonator filter 
comprising at least two series resonators (7, 12) and at least two parallel resonators (7', 12'), 
each made of a film bulk acoustic resonator having a top electrode, a bottom electrode, and a 
piezoelectric layer sandwiched between the top and bottom electrodes, wherein the top 
electrodes of two of the series resonators are connected to associated circuitry. 

Regarding claim 5, Ella discloses the top electrodes of the resonators 7 and 12 connected 
to an associated circuitry forming part of a signal transmission line. 

Regarding claim 6, the two resonators connected in series have a common bottom 
electrode (19).
